His Life in Catholic Church 


at New Haven. 


Joseph Krock, 60 years of age, ses- 


ton of the Catholic church at New i 
Haven, hanged himself in the belfry 
of the church at an early hour Sun- 
day morning. The noose was made 
from the rope which is used to toll 
the great bell of the edifi.ce, and hun- 
dreds of worshipers sat at early mass 
unaware of the tragedy which had 
been enacted almost over their heads. 
Krock had long been in poor health, 
and it is believed that 
constant 


worry over this fact prompted him to 
end his exist nci. 


Krock had 
been sexton of 
the 


church for five years, and he arose 
at 4:30 o'clock Sunday morning as 
was his custom, proceeded to the 
church, where he lighted the fire in 
| the furnaces and made other prepa- 
rations for the first mass of the day 
which is solemnized at 7:30 o'clock. 
| Shortly nfter 6 o'clock black smoke 
[! pouring from the chimney indicated 


that fresh fuel had been placed upon 
the fires, and it is presumed 
that 


shortly after this time Krock ascend- 
ed the belfry in the rear of the organ 
and ended bis life. 


Behind the organ is a partition of 


boards, six feet in height, inside of 
which hang the ropes which connee' 
with the bells in the tower. At the 
point where the partition joins the 
wall of the church was a V-shaped 
opening. Selecting the tolling-ropfs, 
Krock fastened it in this 
opening, 


then threw the knotted end back into 
the same opening, making a .noose 
that hung about eighteen inches be- 
low the top of the partition. Into 
this noose Krock inserted his head, 
drew up his feet and slowly stran- 
gled to death. 


It was the failure of the bells to 


ring at the usual hour that attracted 
attention to the church, and 
Fred 


Blaising, a lad who had come to at- 
tend the mass, was seat to the organ 
loft to ascertain why 
the bell was 


silent. Entering the space back of 
the organ Blaising saw the form of 
the sexton, in a half-crouching posi- 
tion, the noose about his neck. 
In 


wild fright young Blaising rushed 
out of the church, where he told Jo- 
seph Kallmsyer, Joseph Kich and 
John D. Blckel of what 
had seen^

John M. Gresham, who has been a 


solicitor for the American Central 
Life Insurance company, with head- 
quarters at Indianapolis, died in his 
room at the Kich hotel at 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday evening, as the result of au 
overdose of morphine. There is no 
evidence that the man intended to 
commit suicide, and it is believed 
that while under the influence 
of 


liquor he took too heavy a dose of thj 
drug without realizing what he was 
doing. 
Gresham was unmarried, 


about 42 years pi age, and his only 
known relative is a sister at Dallas, 
Texas. The remains of the dead inaii 
were turned over by Coroner Barnett 
to C. E. Dark, vice president of the 
insurance company, who arranged 
give them proper burial. This was 
done at Linden wood cemetery this 
afternoon. 


Uresham. has 
been visiting Fort 


Wayne at intervals for the past five 
or six years, and he arrived in the 
city for the last time on Saturday, 
March 21. He began drinking short- 
ly after his arrival, and when Vica 
President Dark, of the company for 
which Gresham was working, arrived 
Thursday, he looked the man up and 
made an effort to get Gresham sob- 
ered up. Saturday Gresham was in 
and out of his room a number of 
times, and had lapsed into his habit 
of intemperance. Late in the after- 
noon the hotel porter took him to his 
room, and after 
removing his coat 


and collar, placed him upon his bed. 
Shortly after 
7 o'clock one of the 


guests, 
passing 
Greshani's 
room, 


heard the man moaning and reported 
the fact at the hotel 
office.' Clerk 


Thomas O'Dowd, who at once investi- 
gated, found Gresham in a deep stu- 
por, and called Dr. E. J. McOscar. 
Gresham was barely alive when the 
physician arrived. 
Efforts to resus- 


itate him failed, and death followed 
a few minutes later. 


In the man's room Coroner Barnett 


found three boxes which had con- 
tained morphine, and an envelope 
which had been addressed to Gres- 
ham at Indianapolis. The return re- 
quest was 261 Live Oak street, Dal- 
las, Tes., which is presumed to be 
the address of his sister. 
A bank 


book showed that during July anil 
August of last year Gresham had de- 
posited nearly f 1,000 in the National 
Exchange bank, of Dallas, Tex., all 
of which, save a small balance, had 
been .checked 
out. 
Among Gres- 


ham's other 
-effects 
were found a- 


bible, a, copy of Shakespeare and sev- 
eral pages of manuscript which indi- 
cated that Gresham had endeavored 
to write a play. The hotel people say 
that upon his previous visits Gres- 
ham had not been under the influ- 
ence of liquor, and no one about the 
hotel was aware that the man was 
addicted to morphine.
